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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 9-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
Applicant's Admitted Prior Art (as set forth on pages 1-5 of the specification under 
Background of the Invention; hereinafter is referred to as AAPA). 

AAPA discloses that it is old and well known to provide a method for rearing fish 
larvae wherein copepods (i.e., Parvocalanus crassirostris) are cultured under a 
controlled and experimental environmental condition. It is noted that the copepods are 
being fed to fish larvae. 

With respect to the limitations (i.e., between 200 and 100,000L capacity, about 
20-30 degree C, at least 5 nauplii/ml, about 200,000-400,000/ml, about 5-20/ml, 
between 15 and 35 ppt, between 7.0 and 9.0, between 5.0 and 6.5 ppm, 20-30 % daily, 
and 18 to 40 days of age) as claimed in claims 9-12, it would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have modified the 
process of AAPA so as to include the above specific ranges, since it has been held that 
where the general conditions of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, discovering the 
optimum or workable ranges involves only routine skill in the art. Also, since applicant 
did not provide a reason and/or showing any criticality of having the above specific 
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ranges. Furthermore, it is believe that through trial and error during the process that 
one comes up with these ranges in order to meet the design criteria.
